It is only the genuine dead beat 
who will do that sort of thing, and this 
shows the necessity of all uniting in sup- 
port of the lodging house. Let every 
tramp and beggar be sent there, and such 
as will not do the little work requiied will 
be arrested or allowed to move on with- 
out pity. 


That such an institution as the lodging 


house has a place in this town is indicated 
by the fact that the number of tramps 
lodged at the police station per year has 
increased from 776 to 1656 in the last four 
years.

A Number of Prominent Men Ex- 


press their Opinions on Mu- 


nicipal Matters. 


CHARACTER 
AND MAJJFICATMS. 


Very Valuable Talks at a Board of Trade 


Meeting. Setting High Standards 


for Men for Office. The Cau- 


cus System Criticised. 


The meeting of the board of trade held 


last night to discuss what the character, 
standing and qualifications of the new 
city officials should be was very well 
attended. A good number of the most 
prominent men were present. The pul- 
pit was fairly represented as well as the 
business interests and professions. Before 
the question of the evening was taken up 
some items of business were considered. 


President Wilkinson read a letter from 


Clapp's band which invited the board of 
rade to attend its fair two weeks from 
ast night, when the board would report 
at the board's rooms at 7.30 o'clock to 
escort the board to the fair. Mr. Wilkin- 
son thought the band WES something any 
city might be proud of and he believed 
that in honoring the band the board 
would honor itself. On motion of C. W. 
Dennett the invitation was accepted. 


The General Electric. 


Mr. Wilkinson received a letter Thurs" 


day from Mr. Kelly of the General Elec- 
tric company, who is interested in con- 
verting the power at Howe's pond water 
into electrical energy and transmitting it 
to this town, stating .that he could be 
present Friday evening; next week and 
present his scheme to the solid citizens. 
It seemed to Mr. Wilkinson, if the board 
thought it wise to have Mr Kelly come 
before it that three weeks from last night 
would be the most convenient 
time. 


George B. Perry moved', that Mr. Kelly 
be invited to come befoife the board. 
He 


endorsed Mr. Kelly, saying he was a trust- 
worthy and able man. In speaking on the 
matter he called attention to the wonder- 
ful progress in transmission of electrical 
energy that has been made in the past 
year, and thought if Mr. Kelly would 
give some general talk on the subject it 
would qe of great mommt. It was left to 
the president to arrangi for Mr. Kelly's 
coming. 


Then Mr. Wilkinson Bpoke of the pur- 


pose of the evening and of what great in- 
terest it must be to all citizens. 
He ex- 


plained that it was not the intention that 
men for office should be named, that the 
dress only was to be nlade and then the 
men would be found who could fill it. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney. 


Rev. Mr. Tenney was introduced and 


said it wasn't the fair thing to call on one 
hardly turned around In North Adams. 
It is well to remember before setting the 
city government into £ ork that one of 
the great failures in America has been the 
failure to administer our cities economi- 
cally. He showed by figures that the 
massing of men together in cities did not 
secure 
economical government. One 


great reason for failure is that cities have 
been regarded as states, not as corpora, 
tions, and into eityIgove«;nment have come 
the same elements that enter Into state 
politics. The divisions of party in state 
politics have entered into cities. The 
charter under which you are to choose 
officers is a revolution brought about by 
the desire to secure better things. It rec- 
ognizes the city as a corporation. The 
city is to be influenced by the character 
of the men who are the mayor and coun- 
cil. The assets of the city will be in its 
public properties and the stockholder 
has a care to whom he trusts his assess- 
ments, the taxes. Under similar charteis 
other cities have been governed econom- 
ically, streets cleaned, laws enforced, and 
that being true, if the business is trusted 
to faithful men, this charter backed up by 
intelligent public opinion can be lived up 
to. It must be easier to put in the right 
men now than at a future time, when we 
might struggle to throw off corruption. 
May it not be that other cities may point 
to this city's government and say we want 
a North Adams. 


Mr. Wilkinson read a letter from Austin 


Bond which said that Mr. Bond believed 
all were interested in a well governed 
city with men in office who arc cot look- 
ing entirely to their own interest but 
some to the interest of others. 
He 


thought we had a good charter and could 
have good government. 


Th<> Mayor'!) Personality. 


Kev. Mr. Tebbetts first considered the 


mayor's personality. 
He should be a 


man of broad ideas, not in any way 
narrow, of honesty, earnestness, not too 
busy to lend his ears; £a man touched by 
religion, one having great respect for 
things of good report. His reputation 
should be above reproach morally. He 
should be a man the boys could look up 
to, one a pleasure to see in public assem- 
blies, and should stand well with all men, 
nationalities and creeds. He should be a 
Successiul man, one naturally interested 
in the city, a large taxpayer, a man of 
moral courage, open to counsel and yet 
one to follow his own plain judgment. 
He should be one who could act in, epen- 
dently of his friends and the political 
party to which he belongs. He should 
be without political ambition and should 
leave party patronage out. The council 
members should be picked men, who 
could become mayors, men of experience 
and wide observation. 
The board of 


trade is competent to give such men. 


Political Machinery. 


C. W. Dennett went a step further than 


had been suggested and considered the 
political machinery a little. He began by 
remarking that some writer hts said so- 
ciety is upheld by men of veracity, not 
only of word but of action and applied 
that to the men who should become offi- 
cials. He continue'.! and said corruption 
and venality have only to be made per- 
manent to ensure the downfall of popular 
institutions. He thought a knowledge of 
local needs, independence of character, 
subordination of pet theories are some of 
the most import: nt items in the make up 
of men who administer cities. He thought 
another qualification was the ability to 
put good theories into practice. He did 
not believe that the caucus allows free- 
dom of choice. The trouble is not with 
the men it is with the system; The Eng- 
lish system is far better. Ten men- can 
name a'candidate in England. 
Party 


committees should present the names 


picked out by any ten of the party. A 
caucus such as some we have had is a 
miserable farce. Better let a man nomi- 
nate himself and we remain at home to 
study municipal government. Mr. Den- 
nett said the referendum idea is growing, 
but the present caucus is just the reverse 
of it. The character of the constituency 
enters into all. In the long run cities are 
governed as well as they deserve to be. 
To get good officers the constituency must 
be good, honest and active. By the gen- 
eral and united action of the citizens for 
the public good we will obtain good 
officers. 
Ideal Officials. 


Kev. A. B. Church thought it easy to 


draw an ideal and say the people want it. 
They may need it, but may not want it. 
We are not going to have an ideal man 
in office. We Want a human being, one 
who knows what a man is. We want a 
real man at the head of our" government, 
a municipal statesman not a- political 
plumber. He should be a -clean exem- 
plary man. It is somebody's business if 
an official goes into a saloon and takes a 
drink. Such would be degenerating his 
office. Statistics show that our cities are 
ruled by _he liquor element, and other 
elements we are not proud of. We want 
to start out here with higher ideals than 
that. I have perfect confidence in the in- 
tegrsty and ability of our prominent men. 
If they do wrong at times it is because of 
the system not the men. The city is a 
public corporation and the cause of the 
corporations is the political wire pulling 
that gets into them. It is the curse of our 
institutions and we want to start a govern- 
ment free from it. More is required of 
our mayor than in other cities. 
He is to 


be a big man. 
The people have what 


they want. The man in office represents 
the character of the men who put him 
there. If the people want a man above 
board for the mayor they can get 
him. We can be governed well. Will we 
be governed well? Mr. Church hoped we 
would not wake up some morning and 
find ourselves "fatally twisted." He paid 
a high compliment to the Scotch, who 
will not be badly governed. 


Alexander McDongall thought all may 


say in a general way that a public official 
should be like Ceasar's wife, above re- 
proach. It is hard to find such a one and 
if you do he is not just what you want. 
The man wanted is a strenuous man, not a 
rich man, not a man who pays big taxes. 
When earning a living becomes an inci- 
dent of our lives then we will have more 
timber for offices. He should be an inde- 
pendent man, a positive man if even pos- 
itive to the border of obstinacy. Mr. Mc- 
Dougall has sympathy for the candidates 
for, office, the representative ones, because 
of the condition to which the caucus sys- 
tem has forced them. He believes they 
cannot pass through an election without 
lowering their self respect. Candidates 
should have a chance to appear before the 
public and once for all state their views 
and let the public decide without the can- 
didate making personal canvas. Should 
there not be some way to determine how 
candidates stand on questions of interest 
to us. A reform of our caucus methods 
may be in order and of use to us. 


A Flattering Compliment. 


Mr. Wilkinson stated Rev. Father Ivers 


had been expected to be present but could 
not come, so some others might speak. 
A. D. Childs of Bennington, Vt., said a 
word of encouragement. He was aston- 
ished at:the breadth and scope of the men 
interested in the coming city.

Suffrage Question. 


NORTH ADAMS, Oct. 31, '95. 


EDITOR TRANSCRIPT :—Will you permit 


She writer to express her strong commen- 
dation of your editorial upon Woman's 
Suffrage in Monday's editorial? That a 
woman who is particularly adapted for an 
office may be elected without the vote of 
tier sister women has been several times 
exemplified in yonr own town and else- 
where, consequently no present necessity 
exists for a female vote in municipal af- 
fairs. The influence which the women of 
North Adams have in hospital affairs and 
other enterprises plainly indicate what a 
bountiful factor they might be in politics. 
Why is not this influence exerted now? 
Simply because they are not interested. 
Would the ability to cast a vote produce a 
healthy, general interest in politics, mu- 
nicipal, if you please? It would stimu- 
late the same spasmodic,short-lived inter- 
est that the majority of men now have- 
that lasts from the close of the caucus to 
the settlement of election bets. We have 
enough of that class of citizens already. 


It is undoubtedly true that in the golden 


future sex alone will not determine the 
rights of citizenship. Development along 
the present lines of progress indicates 
that superiority, wherever found will rule 
in politics as well as in literature, arts and 
professions. As wars cease and the ef"a 
of peace reigns, when diplomacy super- 
cedes military force, women will naturally 
advance In the political scale.

Let those who clamor for their rights 


forbear to press their own claims and 
train their less-intelligent sisterhood and 
their daughters In loyalty, honor, and in 
citizenship. Then woman will be pre- 
pared either to assume the privilege of 
the ballot or to weild the power that is 
behind the throne, to cast her own vote 
intelligently or to wisely influence those 
who do vote. 


Let no more mistakes be made In con- 


ferring the franchise upon persons ill- 
prepared to appreciate its value or to use 
it rightly. A large per cent of our pres- 
ent voters are too ignorant to be ought but 


blind followers of the blind."

They Appeared Before a Small Audience 


In Odd Fellows' Hall.

ON ARGUMENT ALONE. 


Counsel For Holmes Will Try to 


Ward Off Hangman's Noose. • 


No More Testimony to Be 


Presented In Court. 


Fate of the Arch-Conspirator Will Be Known 


In a Day or Two. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.—The Holmes 


trial is rapidly drawing to a close, the an- 
ticipated sioge of two weeks having been 
knocked awry. It is now probable that 
the jury's verdict will be rendered not 
later than .Monday. 


The decision of Judge Arnold that no 


testimony would be admitted other than 
that bearing directly on the murder of 
Benjamin V. Pitezel had the effect of 
keeping out a group of growsome exhibits 
and silencing about 3U witnesses brought 
hero from Canada, New England and the 
west, and supported for six days at the 
commonwealth's expense. 


It prevented the offering in evidence of 


the inoldered bones of The A^; Howard 
Pitezel; the stove in which he seas burned; 
the clothes the little fellow wore when he 
had « body to put inside them, and the 
toys he played with; and the trunk whioh 
smothered out the lives of the girls—Alice 
and Nellie. Besides, it put a quietus on 
Detective Goyer, whose detailed narrative 
of his travels over the. continent in a suc- 
cessful search for evidences of Holmes' 
destructive movements would have mude 
a thrilling tale. 


District Attorney Graham fought as 


hard as he knew how to get this evidence 
in, but the law was against him, and the 
defense scored its first and probably its 
last victory. 
When he found himself 


bested, hs said he would close his case 
yesterday, and lie kept his word. He did 
not even exhibit the skull of Pitezol, 
thereby disappointing a lot df people who 


Love to Revel In the Horrible. 


"That is our case," had scarcely fallen 


from the lips of the oomiaouweulth's 
prosecutor, before counsel for the defense 
had calmly arisen, and made what many 
parsons characterized as ''a bold bluff," 
and many more as playing the last card 
left. They confidently told the court that 
the commonwealth had not made out its 
case, and aslc«d Judge Arnold to tell the 
jury so, and wind up the trial then and 
there. 


District Attorney Graham smiled an 


official smile, and said this was too absurd 
to answer, but Judge Arnold expressed no 
opinion other than that tha case would 
have to proceed. 


Then counsel made the 
astonishing 


statement that they wanted time to llnd 
out what the defense was going to be, be- 
cause they had been go busy listening to 
the evidence against tliem they had not 
had a chance to prepare an answer to it. 
The court was not very anxious to create 
another delay, but finally suspended busi- 
ness and gave the attorneys an hour's talk 
with Holmes. 


This over, they came back to court and 


pleased everybody, except the morbid mob 
peering over one another's heads in the 
back of the room, by declaring that they 
would call no witnesses, but submit the 
case on argument alone. 


Lawyer B. O. Moon will do the talking 


for the defense, and his forensic ability is 
of no mean order. 
Ifc was he whom 


Holmes called upon last Monday, when he 
dismissed his lawyers, Mr. Moon declin- 
ing the task through lack of time for 
preparation. He admitted being familiar 
with the main facts, and will be well 
qualified to address the jury. 


There was no change in Holmes' de- 


meanor yesterday, although a keen ob- 
server might have perceived a deeper 
pallor on his checks, and In his blue eyes 
the subdued stare of a wild beast tracked 
to earth. 


Bound to Kill Somsbody. 


CHATHAM, N. B., Nov. 2. — Joseph 


Doherty, who was drunk, had a quarrel 
wilh some fellows at Miramichi, in which 
he came out second best, whereupon ho 
went home, loaded a shotgun and went 
out looking for them. He met Arthur 
Luke with four companions. Seeing he 
was drunk, they took tho gun from him, 
but finding no cap on it they thought it 
was not loaded and returned it to him. 
Doherty retired to a yard, placed a cap in 
the gun, came out, took deliberate aim at 
Luke and emptied tho contents of the gun 
into his body, killing him. Doherty, who 
is about 19 years of age, has fled.

Jnsr in tuno far ihe evening; papers, and 
in an incredibly short time extr.i editions 
were on the sucets. 
Crowds gathered 


About the bulletin boards in various parts 
of the city, a'ld general satisfaction was 
exposed that the arch-erimiual of the 
country had U'eu convicted. 


THEODORE DURKANT. 


Theodore Dtirrant, assistant superin- 


tendent of-Kmamiel Baptist, church Sun- 
day school, was convicted of the murder 
of Blanche Lamont. for which lie has been 
on trial since July 23 last. 


It was exictly 31 minutes from the time 


the jury left the courtroom to the time, 
the verdict was announced, but that time 
was not all taken up in deliberation. In 
fact, there was no deliberation ftt all. 
The jury had evidently decided upon a 
verdict rjefore they left the boi. It was 
3:84 when they filed out of the courtroom 
"iuto the grand jury room, which had 
been placed at their disposal, 


It took the 12 men until 3:50 o'clock be- 


fore the.y settled themselves comfortably, 
and at 3:35 a knock on the door announced 
to the anxious waiters t hat a verdict had 
been found. ' Ic took just five minutes of 
actual time to elect a foreman and take 
the ono ballot necessary. As there was no 
recommendation of mercy, the punish- 
ment was fixed at death. 


BLANCHE LAMONT. 


Judge Murphy finished his charge at 


3:80, 
and the jury at once retired. Al- 


though there was supposed to be little 
prospect of a verdict being returned be- 
fore late in the evening, the throng of 
spectators who had remained in the over- 
crowded courtroom to hear the' judge's 
charge settled themselves back* In their 
seats to await the return of the jury. Mrs. 
Durrant and the prisoner talked and 
laughed together as if an acquittal were a 
foregone conclusion. 
They were 
sur- 


rounded by half a dozen friends, and the 
conversation was animated when it be- 
came whispered about that the jury had 
agreed upon a verdict. 


In an instant a hush fell npon the little 


circle that had gathered 
around the 


prisoner. Durrani's face, always pallid, 
assumed a ghastly hue, and his mother 
was speechless. 
Then the door at the 


rear of the room opened and the jury filed 
in and took their seats in the box. In- 
tense excitement followed. 
The room, 


although filled to its utmost capacity, was 
almost as quiet as if it had been vacant. 


Judge Murphy was summoned, and took 


his place on the bench. 
Clerk Morris 


asked the usual question as to whether 
the jury had agreed upon a verdict. Fore- 
man Warren Button arose and replied in 
the affirmative. 
"We, the jury," he said, 


"flnd 
the defendant, William 
Henry 


Theodore Durrant, guilty of murder in 
the first decree." 


As the afed foreman, pale and trem- 


bling, read the words that fixed Durraut's 
fate, a low rumbling noise, like the roar of 
a mob, arose from the rear of tho court- 
room. The next moment men were cheer- 
ing wildly, while women wept hyster- 
ically in excitement. The bailiff rapped 
loudly for order, but the tumult con- 
tinued for a minute before anything like 
quiet could be brought out of the disorder. 


When District Attorney Barnes arose 


And askecl that a day be set upon which 
the lentence of death should be passed 
upon the prisoner, Judge Murphy said 
that sentence would be passed next Fri- 
day, upon which dav he would also set thv 
day for the trial of Durrant on the charge 
of murdering Minnie Williams. 


Durraut made a spasmodic effort to 


arise to his feet, but before he could do to. 
Ills mother, wtti 
:<• liiiH sigh, hall IIUMU, 


threw her aims around his neck and sunk 
back Into her chair. The long strain of 
the trial had completely shattered her self- 
control, aud it was somo time before sho 
could leave the courtroom. 


By common consent, District Attorney 


Barnes is given most of the credit for con- 
viction of the greatest murderer eves; tried 
In California. While the police depart- 
ment did excellent work, it is believed 
Wiat Mr. Barnes' address, which consumed 
two days and a half in its delivery, had 
much to do with removing any lingering 
doubt from the minds of the jurors, if at 
fcny time there was a juror who was not 
convinced of Durrani's guilt.

has boon committed, tho defense has em- 
braced every opportunity to take excep- 
tions to the rulings of the court. Gen- 
eral Dickinson took excsptions to three 
features of tho district attorney's argu- 
ment yesterday, lie also took aa excep- 
tion to the charge of the judge. 


Blystfry Explaiiind. 


Miss Ciirrie Cunningham, tho reporter 


who testified In the Durrant trial that 
Dnrrant had told her ho Raw Blanche 
Liinont murdered in the belfry of Eman- 
ucl church, tmd who said that Durraut 
showed her nn envelope containing a 
statement to bo opeueil after he was con- 
victed, has made public her side of the 
«tory. 


She Mid that when sho visited Durrant 


at thu jail he told her a romarkable tale, 
with the idwv that she was to be a witness 
for the defense. Ho said ho had been 
fworn to soereoy by the murderers, but 
foil that if Miss Cunningham first gave 
an inkling of what thu story was, he 
would bo released from his oath. Miss 
Cunningham agreed to this, and Durrant 
told her tho following story: 


"While I was fixing the sunbnruers of 


Eninnut I church I heard a noise. I fol- 
lowed the sound to the belfry and ascer- 
tained that Blanche Lamont was mur- 
dered on the second landing. I encoun- 
tered the murderers, promised never to re- 
veal what I had discovered and rushed 
down stairs to George King. I had an ap- 
pointment with King and feared that he 
might go searching for me, I was murli 
distressed over what I had seen, and I felt 
nauseated, bnt I did not send King for 
bromo seltzer because I wanted the medi- 
cine. I sent him out of tho churqh ill or- 
der to give tho guilty men a chance to 
escape." 


Miss Cunningham said Durrant told her 


that the murderers exercised an unac- 
countable influence over him, and swore to 
spirit his mother away If he told what he 
had seen. He said that ho had given the 
statement to his attorneys, but that they 
had decided not to use it 
He said that 


the story related to Miss Cunningham was 
practical f the same as that contained In 
the statement, with tho exception that the 
names of the murderers and a few details 
were omitted. 
' 


Big Tie-Up Threatened. 


ST. PAUL, Nov. 2.— For some days past 


a special committee appointed by the 
American Railway union delegates to the 
Devil's Lake country one month ngo havo 
been in the city seeking a conference with 
President Hill of tho Great Northern rail- 
way in regard to alleged breaking of hia 
agreement with them after a strike on that 
system in May, 1894.

He WM known as a "good fellow," and

On the day after Mr. Boche's departure 


from New York several notes which ho 
had discounted «;5 tho bank became duo 
and 
Were Not Met by Him, 


and this la the only phase of tho case 
which reflected at all on the missing mau. 
It is not believed by his friends, however, 
that he left New York for the purpose of 
avoiding meeting these notes. They only 
amounted to about $4000, and lie could 
easily hare raised that amount had he so 
desired. 


If he went over the side of the boat, ho
